Nowgnorant, he did not know much of the 
il waligrounds of religion, or of the corrup- 
d tiel™tion of his own nature ; he wasregularat © 
te a@fchurch, but was firtt drawn thither rather, 43 
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by his fkill in pfalm-finging than by any 
great devotion. He had left off going 
to the Greyhound, and often read the 
Bible or fome other good book on the § 
Sunday evening. Thishe thought was 
quite enough; he thought the Bible was 
the prettieft hiftory book in the world, 
and that religion was a very good thing 
for Sundays. But he did not much un. 
derftand what bufinefs people had with 
it on working days. He had left off 
drinking becaufe it had brought Wil. 
liams to the grave, and his wife to 
dirt and rags; but not becaufe he him.- 
felf had feen the evilof fin.
